Money From 


Forest Uses 
Goes To County 


PORTERVILLE — Almost 
2% million dollars will be 
returned to Tulare, Kern, and 
Fresno counties from receipts 
collected by the U.S. Forest 
service from the uses of National 
Forest lands. The money, 
derived from Sequoia National 
forest uses must, by law, be 
utilized for public roads and 
schools. 

Tulare county will receive 
$1,051,339.22 while 
$420,842.84 will be Kern 
County’s share. Fresno county, 
which also contains the Sierra 
National forest, will collect 
$884,529.81. A total of 39 
counties shared $28.7 million 
this year. 

The monies, 25 percent of 
National Forest receipts, are 
from such National Forest uses 
as grazing, recreation, timber 
sales, minerals and power sites.

Wine Bargaining Association Still Bargains 


FRESNO — The Wine 
Bargaining association has 
announced that most of the 
state’s major vintners are 
offering their traditional ‘‘open 
price” contracts to Association 
members, while resisting WBA 
efforts to reach agreement on an 
equitable contract covering 
tonnage of its members. 

WBA said the open price 
arrangements being offered do 
not provide for the essential 
provisions of association 
recognition and of equal 
treatment to growers in the 
bargaining process. 

“One of the essential reasons 
for our existence is the reliance 
of vintners on these outmoded 
open price contracts and the 
failure of vintners to negotiate 
with growers over prices and 
terms of sale,” according to 
Frank Lagomarsino, Tulare, 
WBA president. 

Lagomarsino. warned WBA 
members the vintner lockout 
may continue until past the 
point where Thompson Seedless 
growers can make raisins. WBA 
members unable to hold their 
grapes should consider making 
raisins now, before it is too late 
in the season, he said. WBA is 
advising members. that raisin 
trays are available, as is crop 
insurance for raisins. 

WBA directors said all reports 
indicate a very large raisin lay. 
The August 
675,000 tons for crushing now is 
believed substantially less. WBA 
directors believe the current 
supply of grapes for crushing is 
less than half of last year’s 
supply and not equal to winery 
demand.

21. All other campgrounds on 
the forest are to remain open 
until the end of the season, 
usually November. 

However, no water or 
sanitation services will be 
provided at Long meadow, 
Panorama, Gooseberry, 
Sugarloaf, White river, Deer 
Creek mill or Frog meadow on 
the Hot Spring district. Visitors 
are urged to “pack out what 
they pack in.” 

Fire Management Officer Jim 
Hickman asks hunters to be 
extemely cautious with 
equipment and campfires in the 
forest because of the very high 
fire danger. 

“Besides the loss of valuable 
resources from forest fires, 
Sequoia National forest has 
expended over 1.5 million 
dollars to put out over 260 fires 
this season. And, we have two 
months left of hot, dry 
weather,” stated Hickman. 

Briefly, regulations regarding 
campfires and firearms in 
National Forests are: Campfire 
permits required outside a 
designated campground; no 
smoking while walking or riding 
horse or trailbike; Forest service 
approved spark arrestors 
required on trailbikes, chainsaws 
and generators; no tracers, 
incendiary ammunition or 
fireworks; and firearms may not 
be discharged within 150 yards 
of any dwelling or campground. 

Forest service people will be 
pleased to discuss available 
recreation facilities and fire 
prevention measures with 
recreationists either in the forest 
or at the offices located at 
Porterville, Pinehurst, 
Springville, Hot Springs, 
Bakersfield, and Kernville.
